The New Zealand Government has already “ap- 
proved in-principle”’ the construction of this com- 
ined plant at Wairakei, one of the vital pulses in 
the centre of the Dominion’s thermal region, where 
a considerable amount of boring for geothermal 
steam has been carried out over the past three 


years. 


Its decision wail. be followed 
up by al) the departments con- 
cerned in the project —. tho 
Ministry of Works, the State 
Hydro-electric Department and 
the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, - An Intensl- 
fled drilling programme, on 
which £200,000 Js to be spent, 
has begun in order to obtain 
the additional amount of steam 
ia for the combined pro- 
ect. ; 


Tha Government his also au- 
thorissd the engagement of an 
overseas ccnsuitant in steam 
engineering to work with tho 
Ministry of Works and the Btato 
Hydro-electric Department in 
co-operation with the British 
atomic establishment at Harwell. 
It 4s expected that when the 
combined plant ‘ comes into 
operation, its heavy water pro- 
duct will go to Harwell for use 
as a moderator in piles of 
atomle materials, 


White the drilling programme 
{s in progress, tmportant corro- 
sion and other tests will be 
made at the bores, Pressures 
from the stenm bores are to be 
measured accurately and tem- 
peratures are to be gauged. 

These tests will be the 
responsibility of the. Depurtment 
of Scientific and Industrial Re- 
search and are expected to cost 
between £9,000 and £10,000. + 


TEMNIFIC FORCE 


Some indication of the corro- 
sive force in the steam roaring 
from the, bores is given by tic 
fact that It takes only a matter 
of minutes before holes are 
worn In thick steel plates put 
over the vents. 

The recent opening “‘up of a 
deep bore at Wairnkel ushered 
in a new phase in the work of 
Prospecting for geothermal 
steam.

Kiein, who was Seized by ao 
passion for figures when he was 
seven years old, knowa by heart 
the mulUplication table up to 
100 times, “squares” up to 
1,000, the first 20 powers of 3 
as well ns the logarithms to five 
decimal places up to 150. He 
told his fascinated audience that 
he was calculating for hls own 
pleasure up.to 20 decimal points 
at sixteen years of agp, s 


In the course of his demon- 
stration he multiplied: 10 digits 
by ten more in his head in 
less than o minute. He divided 
a row. of figures on a Jarge 
blackboard by 2,071,723 and 
Gave 45,805 as the answer in 
amazing speed. He gave the 
square root of 160 as 12.2474 
and, on being prodded, prompt- 
ly added -487 to the decimal.
